be located in Mainiond Chine. Only a few of these stations have been assigned hocations, because no local iDts 
are given on so many of the programs. 795 kHz is definitely Shanghai, and both 835 kHz end 643 kHz gave Kiangsa 
in the IDts, The 843 station might be a rebroadcast by Thalland, since some Thai stations are reported to be 
troadcasting Peking programs. 

The foreign service on 1040 kHz is heard most often coh the West Coast, and programming is in Japanese with 
Poking Hoso IDts, The 1120 (variable station 1s also foreign service, with several langunges (including Russien 
(Govorit Pekin ID heard). 

Most stations are. home service outlets. (Central People's Broadcast stations; these are characterized hy 
the 5 low, 1 high time pips on the hour {sometimes without 4 break in programming). The national lanaguage 
4n Chine is Mandarin, and is the language that we hear on the home service usuall y, The 1030 kHz station possib— 
ly is in the home service, or a local in Kwiechow or T?77 The time pips are not standard, but 2 low, 1 high. 

In some cases, the only identificable metertal heard was the 6-pip interval signal, but these stations are listed 
below anyway. 

There were other unidentified oriental stations (e.g. the second station on 955 kHz under Burma, 736 ke, 
810, and 900) that might also possibly be from China. 

Most of the less common stations were logged between late September and Mid December, ‘The strong transmitters
